WASHINGTON.—President Nixon 
yesterday jaunched an all-out 
effort-to restore the U.S. foreign 
aid pri 6, virtually led 
off by the Senate Friday night, 

Mr. Nixon consulted with op ad- 
visers and Sevate Republican leaders 
while the ‘White House re-emphasized 
the President's dismay et the Sen- 
ate's vote against his multi-million- 
doliar aid bill and strongly urged 
the Senate to reinstate the ald pro- 
at once. 

Presidential spokesman Ronald 
Ziegler repeated a statement by the 
White House Friday aight thet the 
Senate action wag highly irrespan- 
gible and a threat to national sec- 
urity, 

The White House opposed what it 
called a patehwork restoration of 
some of the foreign aid funds. “We 
fee] we must have a coordinated 
foreign aid programme,” Mr. Ziegler 
said. 

Friday night's surprise 41 to 27 
vote against the foreign aid bill, al- 
ready scaled down from the Ad- 
ministration'’s original §3,500m. to 
$2,914m.,, shocked official Washing- 
ton. The programme began after 
World War ΤΙ, 

Secretary of State Willlam Ro- 
gers issued a passionate plea to 
Congress to restore the foreign aid. 
Calling the vote “deeply dishearten- 
Ing,” Mr. ‘Rogers argued that the 
U.S. “cannot afford to retreat from 
the realities of our interdependence 
with the rest of mankind.” 

Dr. John Hannah, admizistrator 


of the Agency for International De- 
velopment, shared Mr, Rogers’ 
sentiments and hie amotional reac- 
tlon to the surprise vote in ἃ 
Statement which he read at a news 
conference. “In its own interests 
the US, cannot become a world 
dropout, repudiate its commitments,” 
he szid, 

Dr. Hannah, with an alr of res- 
ignation, also mentioned that 12,000

November 15, unless the Senate 
changes its mind.

WASHINGTON. — President Tito 
of Yugoslavia said on Saturday 
that the Soviet Communist 
Party chairman, Leonid Brezhnev, 
had assured him that Russia 
would withdraw itsmilltary per- 
sonnel from Egypt after a Mid- 
We East settlement. According to 
Tito, Brezhnev denied that the 
Russians intended to remain per- 
manently in Egypt or other Arab 
countries. 

Speaking at a National Press 
Club lunch, Tito also said that 
President Sadat wag still interested 
in a political solution to the con- 
flict with Israel and was ready for 
an interim settlement reopening the 
Suez Canal if Israel withdrew 60 
Kilometres from the Canal banks. 
Egypt would simultaneously open 
the Canal. 

American officials said they had 
not heard anything in thelr ex~- 
changes with Soviet leaders which 
would confirm Brezhnev’s reported 
commitment, to withdraw troops, 
but they did not doubt that Tito 
had beeo so informed. 

The Yugoslav leader ended his 
two-day round of talks with Pre- 
sident Nixon in Washington yester- 
day after the American capital had 
extended an unusually -warm wel- 
come. At every level — political, 
social, and diplomatic, — the red 
carpet treatment was notable for a 
elty which greets visiting heads of 
state as a matter of course. 

Answering questions on Saturday 
through an interpreter, Tito went 
out of his way to put the remarks 
of both Brezhnev and Sadat on the 
record. 

According to Tito, Brezhnev had 
told him during their talks in Bel- 
grade last month that it was “not 
correct" that the Soviets would 


zgome for Britain on its decision ὅδ᾽ 


to join the Common Market. 

As industrialists, politicians, far- 
mers and trade unions joined in 
greeting the result of Thursday 
night's vote in the House of Com- 
mons, Pompidou sent a letter of 
congratulations to Prime Minister 
Edward Heath.

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MEXICO COMING CROPPER

blossom into a specific and damaging crisis, 
according to James Bellini, Lecturer in Interna- 
tional Politics at the University of Birmingham, 
who has been visiting the country. Here is his 
assessment of the troubles facing President 
Luis Echeverria at the end of his first year.

Revolution and stability

saster. An officlal answer to the wor- 
sening housing situation has been a 
presidential commitment to support 
population growth. In the face of 
the soaring trade deficit a self-de- 
feating rectification programme has 
been developed. There are two main 
elements: a rapid increase in trade 


with other Latin American countries. 


and hurried expansion of the Mexi- 
can capacity to produce industrial 
goods for export. This plan ping 
future hopes on two quietly des- 
cending stars. Efforts to boost trade 
with Latin America will fall foul of 
the steady contraction in the sub- 
continent’s share in world trade 
that was highlighted in a report 
published for the Οἱ tion of 
American States last April. The 
prognosis of the report makes non- 
sense of Mexican plans for a mas- 
sive expansion of sales in Latin 
America. Secondly, heavy emphasis 
has been placed on exports of in- 
dustrial goods — buses, light ma- 
chinery, ‘petro-chemicals. Yet, apart

gation to Brussels in August, a re- 
cent release of the official Banco 
National gives exactly one line bo 
expanding trade with Europe, This 
capacity to straddle two stools and 
thus reap negative rewards per- 
meates every area of the Echever- 
ria administration. In forelgn af- 
fairs, for example, it has missed an 
important opportunity. The novelty 
of Castro has worn off in Latin 
America. Argentina is in chaos. 
Chile has withdrawn to consolidate 
internally. Colombia and Guatemala 
are beset by guerrilla problems. Bo- 
livia indulges in musical chairs for 
the domestic leadership. Mexico has 
imposed an autocratic stability on 
itself and could sustain a move for 
leadership of Latin America, It 
seemed the private briefing called 
by Foreign Minister Emilio Rabasa 
in Venezuela six weeks ago involv- 
ing all Mexican giplomats serving 
in Latin American countries, sig- 
nalied a dramatic change in Mexi- 
ean policy. Yet Rabasa returned 
with no announcement, and in a re- 
cent Interview with Senor Zapata of 
the Presidential Secretariat I was 
assured that Rabasa and Echever- 
ria aspired to nothing more than a 
benign and negative neutrality in 
all affairs. 


Whirl of energy | 


Luis Echeverria came to the pre- 
sidency in a whirl of energy and pu- 
ritanism that promised much. His 
first official visit outside the capital 
was to Ocampo, an agricultural re- 
gion in the north. There he affirmed 
hig insistence on reviving Mex- 
fean agriculture. But the last tén 
months have seen appalling mis- 
handling of the Venezuelan sleeping 
sickness outbreak, which has deci- 
mated the vital horse population in 
the countryside. African swine 
fever threatens from Cuba, yet no 
controlling vaccine has been de- 
veloped. The land reform  pro- 
gramme founders on official ig- 
norance; government spokesmen 
tell me that po abuses of the owner- 
ship-control laws exist, yet any 
tourist visiting the cattle areas in 
the north can see for himself vast 
haciendas: run on feudal lines. 


The new president has set a grind- 
ing pace. His day runs from eight 
in the morning until after 11 at 
might. Cocktail party gossips say he 
ts in the habit of telephoning min- 
isters at unusual hours to ensure 
that they are at their desks. Minis- 
ters have been requested to curtail 
black-tie festivities, long a staple 
of the daily ritual 


But the fundamental dichotomy 
remains. Revolutionary dogma has 
been set in historical concrete. By 
stifling the dynamism of change, 
change hag become impossible. Be- 
cause the opposition on the Left is 
stifled, only the violent and radical 
Left appeals to dissenters. In March

The Copts were the first Egyp- 
tians to grasp the importance of 
education in the nineteenth century 
and by the time of the 1952 re- 
volution which overthrew King Fa- 
rouk they had established them- 
selves as ἃ powerful and wealthy 
community. Sequestration, the work- 
ing off of resentment against their 
privileged past, and egalitarian or 
socialist measures under President 
Gamal Abdel Nasser, made life 
more difficult for at least the 
wealthier Copts. But in 1965 a new 
jeaf was turned when Nasser laid 
the foundation stone of the new St. 
Mark's Cathedral and the Govern- 
ment helped finance its construc- 
tion. Intercommunal relations, ac- 
cording to the Coptic clergy, are 
even better today under President 
Anwar Sadat. 


Direct descendants of the ancient 
Egyptians, the Copts, unlike some 
other mivorities, have never had 
any problems over their national 
identity.

In the case under consideration, 
continued Justice Cohn, there was 
nothing in the lease forbidding the 
respondent from connecting his TV 
set to his neighbour's antenna, so 
that the absence of the Tenancy Tri- 
bunal’s permission was irrelevant. 
He was prepared to agree with the 
appellant, however, for purposes of 
the present case only, that the res- 
pondent had in fact trespassed on 
her air space, although he was not 
prepared to hoki, in principle, that 
in every case where a wire passes 
through someone's air space this con- 
stitutes trespass. For he was pre- 
vented from doing so by section 160 
of the Land Law, 1969, which pre- 
cludes reference to the English com- 
mon lew in matters of immovable 
property (the English common law 
Geeming any penetration into air 
space 85 constituting .trespass.) 

Justice Cohn concluded that the 


. appellant's claim would have been 


more successful if based on section 
11 of the Land Law. For this sec- 
tion grants a property owner no rem- 
edy for passage through his air 
space, while under section 17 of the 
Land Law the possessor (including 
the owner) is not entitled to a rem- 
edy against a trespasser unless 
the latter interferes with his full 
and reasonable use of his property.

Pakad Eliahu Lavi, of the C.LD., 
told Magistrate's Court Judge Edna 
Shatsky that Orian was identified 
by eye-witnesges as the man who 
fled the company's operations room 
in the dasement of Shalom Tower 
after the shooting. 

Pakead Lavi seid that when the 
police wished to examine the clothes 
Orien was wearing the day of the 
ynurder, he told them they had been 
“Jost.” Orian, who started working 
at Brinks only a little over two 
weeks ago, reportedly appeared ner- 
vous and distraught when he turned 
up for work the morning after the 
shooting.
